Washington—The far-reaching pro- 


cess of retiring America's war debts 
without depending upon repayment 
from the allied countries lias begun. 


President 
Harding 
himself an- 


nounced the decision of the adminis- 
tration to issue through the treasury 
department a new form of investment 
which is designed especially for the 
man and woman of small income. 
After all tho experience of the war 
with every kind of security, tho gov- 
ernment has at last evolved a plan 
that will pay every, purchaser of the 
new certificates $25 for every' S20 in- 
vested. $100 for e\ery $80, and $1.000 
for every $800 if not redeemed'in five 
years. 
For the first time,vtoo. the govern- 


ment guarantees a ^uniform, income 
Irrespective of the^date of purchase 
or market values. • Thus if any certi- 
ficate is redeemed/ -before the- fivft 
years' .pass, the original $20.-orv$8p or 
$800 as the case may be. is'returned 
to tho purchaser but. with additional 
interest of 3'/4 per cont for the penod 
that tho certificate has been held^ by 
the investor. • 
, ' 
' LIMIT IS $5,000 
' 


• Absolutely no limit'has been placed 
by the government on tho number of 
certificates that will be issued to the 
public as a whole though an individu- 
al is limited to S5.000 worth. Tho ob- 
ject is to prevent large ' banks and 
trust companies from, buying all the 
certificates that-the government may 
issue. Furthermore tho government 
intends to reach the persons of large 
income by tho issuance of another 
tyije of treasury certificate which 
bears a straight interest rate .for 
short periods like six months or three 
years. Tho development of govern- 
ment policy in this direction is to be 
gradual but for the moment the plan 
is tt» concentrate on. the small invest- 
or and teach him the value of the new 
thrift idea. 


Tho government will thus take care 


of about $600.000.000 worth of 191S 
treasury certificates 
which -mature 


about a year hence and to that extent 
tho proceeds of the new security wil! 
be used in refunding. Five months 
later, three and a. lialf billions of Vic- 
tory loan bonds will mature but that's 
too big an issue to retire through 
small thrift certificates. Some new 
treasury certificates of larger denom- 
ination will have to be issued and 
these In turn may bo retired through' 
the smaller certificates. 
In other 


words, tho refunding process is in art 
experimental state and the treasury 
will know more about tho best meth- 
od of retiring America's debts after 
the new issue of certificates has been 
received by tho general public, 


Xo "stunt" campaign or flashy 


tactics will be used In selling the new 
certificates as tho Rovcrnment is do- 
pending upon the press. Uio poslof- 
tlces and the banks to let tho small 
investor know about the opportunity. 
A dignified-effort will bo mads by the 
treasury department to reach tho 
small investor and it is felt by the 
government that at least a security 
has been evolved which .gives tho 
"small fellow" as good a dunce ns 
the "big fellow" on attractive govern- 
ment securities.

The signing of the Four-power treaty 


brings into controversy the question as to 
whether it is similar, in the commitmeuts 
to which it obligates this country, to the 
League of Nations covenant. The^Chicago 
.Tribune, whose foreign policy is never the 
same on two consecutive days unless po- 
litical expediency can be made to track 
that long or unless there are dollars in it 
for American interests abroad, argues ve- 
hemently that article two ot the treaty is1 


as much like article ten of the League 
covenant as Henry Cabot Lodge is like 
Senator AVatson of Georgia. If the truth 
•were told. we. arc not so sure but what 
there is a closer analogy between the 
partisanship of these two gentlemen than 
the Tribune realizes. 


The Tribune says "article ten would 


have involved the United States in trou- 
ble where itjiad no stake. 
The four- 


power treaty extricates the United States 
•from troubles in which it has a stake.'5 


^Vhat. -we should like to inquire, is the 
stake of the United States in the Orient? 
Has it any special interest there that it 
has not. for instance, in Russia or 
in other poriions of the world? Is 
not a "'special interest''" or ''stake" 
merely auo'ther name for an. opportunity 
to exploit a helpless people or a weak and 
defenseless nation? "Where nations are big 
and strong enough to take care of them- 
selves it is quite obvious that other na- 
tions can have aio "special" interests 
there. 
•> 


It is a theory of the new treaty- that 


China is to be taken from a-state of ab- 
jcet dependency and raised to a position 
of securitj- through general agreement 
not to encroach upon, her or to impair her 
•sovereignty and territory. 
That, of 


course, involves no special interest. Our in- 
terests in the Orient are of a different na- * 
ture. assuming ive intend to exploit that 
part of ythe -world, or to join with other 
nations for its exploitation. The Tribune 
is all for this treat}- because our ""special 
rights" are protected. If there were op- 
portunties to exploit Europe and to foster 
"special rights"' there the Tribune -would 
be all for going into a concert of nations 
to protect us in the exploitation. That 
vras the sole explanation of its Mexican 
policy and its demand for years for armed 
intervention. "Wherever there are^dollaxs 
in it there the Tribune is -willing to enter 
into entangling alliances, intervention, or 
or -anything else to serve the end. 


It is perfectly true, as Senator LaFol- 


lette points out. 'that it is just as iniqui- 
tous for the United States to enter into an 
agreement with Great Britain. Prance and 
Japan to maintain a status-quo in the Pa- 
cific which confirms in Japan and Great 
Britain title to numerous islands and much 
territory that may be regarded as the 
spoils of -war. as it^would be to confirm. 


• 
the status quo in Europe and Africa un- 
der the clauses of "the Versailles treaty re- 
lating to that part of the world. In prin- 
ciple there is not a particle of difference 
between the four power treaty of "Wash- 
ington and the forty-power treaty known 
as Ihe League of Nations. The obliga- 
tions are quite of the same character in 
the one as in the other. They may not be 
so broad, in the Pacific as they would be 
throughout tie world, but in essence they 
arc th<> same. 


Bat both the Tribune and Senator La 


Follotto overlook the paramount fact in 
both treaties, that they arc designed pri- 
marily as opcodes of peace. If Ihe four- 
power treaty wasmeroly to make the Unit- 
ed States secure in the Far East it wonld 
lie indefensible: in reality it is to harmon- 
ize rights there, guarantee peace end np- 
liold the principles of self determination. 


. The United Stales was bonnd (o no 


course of action by the League of Nations 
covenant of which it was not its own 
judge and jury. The purpose of that great 
dorument is to preserve peace. Some na- 
tions may have construed it to mean a 
manjlc for exploitation and Ihe despoil- 
ing of oilier nations, but no member seek- 
ing lo apply such 2. principle will ever set 


very f.'Lr- '1'1'C United States understood 
it to be founded on justice, right dealing 
and political honor, and any proposal not 
strictly iu accordance with these dictates 
it would have been perfectly free'to rcpiK 
diatc. and of course would have repudiat- 
ed. 
"What it is doing in the Pacific is 


precisely of the same nature as what it 
was asked to do at Versailles for the 
world. The only possible ground on which 
to argue differently would be that the pur- 
pose of the four-power treaty is not to 
preserve peace, but to shelter exploita- 
tion and to glorify the American dollar. 


MONEY FOR WAR VETERANS 


It is a relief to the country to be assured 


that the senate will quickly pass the bill 
appropriating $65.000.000 for voca- 
tional training, hospitalization and other 
immediate needs of war veterans. 
The 


measure was passed by the house a inonth 
ago. just prior to adjournment, and it is 
explained that the senate had no oppor- 
tunity then to. act on it. 


According to Chairman" "Warren of the 


senate -appropriations committee, the bill 
will be passed before the present week 
ends. This is good news. The first duty 
of the government and the nation was to 
the disabled veterans of the World war. 
These men have been woefully neglected 
and the fault is exclusively that of gov- 
ernment. 
Politics and red tape have 


stood in the way of justice and honor. It 
is a disgusting and humiliating record and 
it cannot be -corrected a day too soon. 


ECONOMIC DISTRIBUTION OF FARM 


CROPS 


The modern farmer is a business man. 


and conducts agriculture as a business. 
He has mastered most of the actual diffi- 
culties of husbandry, and he has sufficient, 
practical knowledge of the law of supply- 
arid demand, based on experience, to esti- 
mate the value of his products. The farm- 
er is at least as well informed on his busi- 
ness as manufacturers and merchants are 
on theirs. 


The most serious problem with the farm- 


er is marketing his crops. There is no way 
for him to know where the strongest de- 
mand is. or where the supply is excessive. 
The general demand may be greater than 
the general supply, yet an individual farm- 
er might dispose of his merchandise at a 
loss or without profit by shipping to the 
most unsatisfactory market- 


The government should. as'President 


Harding advised, assist the farmer in 
elaborating a system for marketing crops. 
"With federal cooperation and supervision, 
the interests of the farmer and the public 
would be safeguarded. Cooperative or- 
ganization is the key to the whole problem.

Ovcrbathing is a frequent cause of harsh, dry. ir- 


ritable, rough, sallow, sensitive skin and low re- 
sistance to cold. • Overeating is such old stuff now 
that even the 
patent medicine 
circulars -warn 


against 
it—if they arc not booming something to 


improve tho appetite. Overeating is an evil upon 
which I have dwelt fatiguingly in and out of season 
—and it tends to dry out and spoil the skin,and 
complexion too. But ovcrbathing is a comparative- 
ly novel idea, and I stand right up in meeting and 
assert positively that once a week is as often as 
any reall clean person need wash his body with 
soap and water in the winter time, and for persons 
beyond middle ago once a month is often enough 
to bathe with soap and water for cleanliness thru 
the eight or nine colder months of the,year. Easy, 
there. Don't run away with a. false impression. I 
think e\ery really clean person should^ and _ must 
have an air bath once a day. and I can conceive no 
reason why anybody, clean or dirty, shouldn't wash 
with soap and water once or twice a day those sur- 
faces of tho body which by reason of close apposi- 
tion and our mode of dress do not have the cleans- 
ing effect of free exposure to tho air. And for 
health's sake one can scarcely wash the hands too 
frequently with soap and water. As for the face, 
young ones may sometimes actually improve their 
complexion by daily soap and water face washing, 
but past the flapper stage the less soap and the 
less water on the face the better for a woman's 
complexion, every time.

cream—Unguentum Aquae Rosae. ointment of rose 
•water, made to order by the pharmacist according 
to the TJ. S. or British Pharmacopoeia—may be 
used for washing dirt from the face, in heu of soap 
and water. 
Indeed, persons afflicted with a harsh, rough, 


sensitive, clammy skin, will find tho use of some 
such oil bath beneficial for the skin of the whole 
body. A few drops of oil of sesame or of sweet al- 
mond oil, if good fresh preparations are available, 
may be applied to the skin every day with benefit 
in many ways.
